As  recited  in  the  Preamble  of  38  Vic.  62  (D.),  the  Comipany  was  incorporated  under 
the  Building  Societies  Act,  Consol.  Stat.  U.C.,  chap.  53.  The  declaration  of  incorporation 
was  filed  on  the  19th  August,  1869,  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  York. 
The  corporate  name  was  The  Imperial  Building,  Savings  and  Investmient  Company 
(Decl.  Book  IL,  47). 

In  1875  the  corporate  name  was  changed  by  37  V.,  c.  62  (D.),  to  The  Imperial  Loan 
and  Investment  Company  (sec.  1).  The  existing  Corporation  was  continued  under  the 
new  name,  with  its  'head  office  at  Toronto  (sec.  2). 

Section  3  enacts:  "3.  The  said  Company  shall  not  under  its  new  name  be  deemed  a 
new  Corporation,  but  it  shall  have,  hold  and  continue  to  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  that  previously  to  such  change  had  been  held,  exercised  amd  enjoyed  by  the 
said  '  Imperial  Building,  Savings  and  Investment  Company '  in  as  full  and  ample  a 
manner  as  if  the  said  Company  had  continued  to  exist  under  its  original  name;  and  all 
statutory  provisions  applicable  to  the  said  Company  sihall  continue  applicable  to  the  said 
Imperial  Loan  and  Investment  Company."
